'J. When tut to take effect.

J3eitenactedbythe Legislature of the Stateof Minnesota:

SECTION* 1. That section two of chapter six, of
the speciul laws of 1862, relating to the delinquent cor-
poration tax of the town of Minneapolis, levied for the
year 1858, he amended so as to rciid as follows, to-
wit:

Section 2. That the delinquent corporation tax of
said town, for the year A.D. 1858, is hereby declared
valid and legal, nud the clerk of said corporation shall ])eiiliqMllttaxde-
forthwith return to the treasurer of the county of Hen-
nepin, a list of said delinquent taxes, and the county
treasurer shall proceed to collect the same, and on the •uditor

first day of September, A.D. 1864, the said county
treasurer shall furnish to the county auditor of said
county, a list of $» much of said tax as shall remain
unpaid at that time, and the county auditor shall add
the same to the taxes of the year A.D. 18(»4, upon the
property on which said delinquent tax remains un-
paid, and the same laws shall apply for the collection
of said delinquent tax as may he in force for the col-
lection of State, county and other taxes for the year
1804, and, when collected, the county treasurer shall
pay the same over to the treasurer of the township of
Minneapolis, to be applied by him, under the direction
of the board of supervisors of said town, in liquidat-
ing the indebtedness of said corporation.
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SEC. 2. This act shall take effect and be iu force
from and after its passage.

BeitenactedbytheLeyislatureof the State of Minnesota :

SECTIOX 1. That Chatficld school district is hereby
authorized to borrow, prior to January first, 18G5, an
amount uot exceeding four thousand dollars in the^ _
whole, upon the bonds of the distnot, to be issued, as
hereinafter provided, for the purpose of erecting a
schoollionse in said district, and procuring a site for
the same. r

SEO. 2. The said bonds shall be issued in sums not
less than fifty dollars each, shall bear interest not ex-
ceeding ten per cent, per annum, payable annually,

- and shall run fbr a period not exceeding eight years
from freir da*6- Thcy shall be signed by the treasurer
and countersigned by the clerk of the district, and the
principal and interest, as they become due, shall be
payable to the person to whom they shall be issued, or
bearer, on presentation to the treasurer.
